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Joyce shared that OK received $3,925,000 from 3/1/17 - 3/31/18 in federal family planning dollars. There is a 
10% state match required (real dollars, not in-kind). 

Joyce also shared they are filing for a funding extension that will maintain the same amount of pro-rated 
funding through 8/31/18. 

The next grant funding period will be 9/1/18 - 9/30/21 (3 years), and it is a competitive process (Oklahoma 
must be awarded - not a guarantee). 

I shared this update with Stacy, and explained that research was needed into the potential uses of federal 
dollars for the Choosing Childbirth Act. 

She confirmed she is asking on behalf of Rep Calvey who is moving HB3676 through the process this session. 
She said he will be striking title, and told her that he had reached out to us. (Did you get a call?) 

I've reached out to Joyce to find out feasibility on possible other uses for federal planning funds per HB3676; 
and if the Choosing Childbirth Act had been implemented (HB1703 from 2017 - signed by governor but called 
for line item funding for legislature).
